Community activist, civic leader Joan Danford 
honored by Golden Age Club, Chapter I 


Joan Danford was recently honored by the Golden 
Age Club, Chapter I and she was given a lifetime hon¬ 
orary membership. Bestowing such an honor is most 
appropriate, because Mrs. Danford was one of three 
women who actually started the club. 

“Barbara Hodges of the Agawam Congregational 
Church, Jane Hall of the Agawam Baptist Church, and 
I, as a member of St. John the Evangelist Church, all 
decided that we needed a Golden Age Club,” Mrs. 
Danford told us. “We asked for members at our meet¬ 
ings, and we were overwhelmed. 

“In 1955, there were about 70 members, but the 
club grew to over 300, so we had to form Chapter II of 
the Golden Age Club. Jeannette Dorr and Jan Riberty, 
both past presidents of Chapter I, recently came to my 
house, gave me a beautiful array of flowers, and 
made me a lifetime honorary member of the Golden 
Age Club," she said. 

Edward Organek, past president of the Golden Age 
Club, Chapter I, calls Mrs. Danford “...the mother of 
the Golden Age Club. She continued to help all 
through the early years of the club, until she became 
old enough to join the club herself. She’s an outgoing 
and giving person.” 

“I was transportation chairperson for about six 
years,” Mrs. Danford said, “and my husband and I 
served as installation officers every year with Chapter

I. Back then, there was no Agawam Senior Center, so 
our meetings were held at the Captain Leonard House 
or the Agawam Congregational Church.” 

Joan Hummel Danford’s interesting background 
probably contributed to her ability later in life to mobi¬ 
lize groups into action. She graduated from Cathedral 
High School in 1935 and met Tom Danford, a 


“Holyoke boy,” soon after. They were married in 1941 
and had two daughters - Joanne Danford of Hadley 
and Miriam Assad of Feeding Hills. 

Mrs. Danford is the daughter of Agnes Hummel and 
“Silent John' Hummel, who played major league 
baseball with the Brooklyn Dodgers for 10 years. He 
was traded to the New York Yankees and played 
along with Babe Ruth and Lou Gherig. He later man¬ 
aged the Springfield Ponies in the Eastern League. 

Mrs. Danford started an inter-church girls' basket¬ 
ball league in town. Every summer she was supervi¬ 
sor for the Agawam Parks & Playgrounds for young¬ 
sters in Agawam. There were over 200 children play¬ 
ing on three courts - Shea’s Field, Phelps Field, and 
the Agawam High School courts. Mrs. Danford played 
at the High School courts, while someone else cov¬ 
ered Shea’s and Phelps. During these years, former 
Agawam High School teacher Rudy Altobelli coached 
the High School team and had many opportunities to 
meet with Mrs. Danford. We recently caught up with 
him and asked him to tell us a little about Mrs. 
Danford. 

“Joan was very active in tennis. Her daughter, 
Joanne, won the town tennis tournament several 
years in a row. Mrs. Danford was always helpful. If a 
person asked her for help, she would always make 
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time for that person. I remember her as a very talent¬ 
ed and active person.” 

At the end of every tennis season, Mrs. Danford 
would solicit trophies for the players. She promoted a 
lot of interest in tennis and was a member of the for¬ 
mer Agawam Tennis Club. 

“I would take busloads of kids to Lawnwood Tennis 
Club in Brookline to see big-time tennis players in 
action. I was also a member of the committee that 
worked on the Springfield Daily News tournament at 
Forest Park once a year,” Mrs. Danford told us. 

At a different stage in her life, Mrs. Danford accept¬ 
ed a job for the Bishop of the Roman Catholic 
Diocese. Her job called for her to organize 28 Holy 
Family Guilds in the Springfield Diocese. 

“The Guild did work for homeless children at 
Brightside. The Reverend P. Henry Sullivan was direc¬ 
tor of the guilds. I coordinated the guilds and taught 
them how to make money. We would hold bazaars, 
Christmas in July, and rummage sales for example,” 
said Mrs. Danford. 

She also presided over St. John the Evangelist 
Guild for a total of six years. When she decided to 
change jobs, she went to work for the Division of 
Employment Security, where she was a senior inter¬ 
viewer in the Holyoke office for 18 years. 
Simultaneously, she worked as a reporter covering 
Agawam for the Springfield Daily News, maintaining 
that position for 18 years as well. 

As if that were not enough, she and her husband 
started an inter-church boys’ baseball league, “so 
every boy in town could play baseball.” 

It’s funny how a person can make a difference in 
the lives of others. Many of the guild members and 
young athletes might realize to some extent how 
important the efforts of people such as the Danfords 
were. But the girls at Agawam High School, up until 
now, had no way of realizing that Mrs. Joan Danford 
saved them from having to use gang showers! 
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“They were actually going to build gang showers 
for the girls’ gym,” Mrs. Danford recounted. “I spoke to 
the School Committee, to the parents, to our priest, 
and we were able to hold a meeting in the auditorium 
of the High School. There were enough people 
protesting, once they knew about the gang showers, 
that in the end, the girls got their private showers.” 

Mrs. Danford told us that she was the first to start a 
Christmas Bazaar. “It was held at St. John the 
Evangelist Church. Jaycox (a Springfield restaurant 
no longer in business) put on a chicken dinner for $1 
per dinner the following year. Other churches followed 
suit." She started the Agawam Council on Aging and 
was its first director. 

In 1973, the Agawam Town Council, presided by 
Donald Rheault, named Joan Danford “Most 
Distinguished Citizen." A dinner was held in her honor 
at the Agawam-West Springfield Elks Lodge, where 
she received a citation from the Mass. House of 
Representatives. The Youth Activities Committee of 
the Elks also recognized her as an “Outstanding 
Citizen." The Agawam Tennis Club gave Mrs. Danford 
a plaque stating, “In recognition during 1958-1964." 
She worked on John F. Kennedy’s campaign and has 
been involved in local politics. She was secretary of 
the Democratic Town Committee for four years, as 
well. 

So, September 29, 1973 was proclaimed “Joan 
Danford Day.” 

Mrs. Danford possesses a natural dignity and a 
sense of compassion for others. She makes a lasting 
impression on those who meet her, and she has 
always been willing to provide information and guid¬ 
ance for those who ask for her help. Most of all, Mrs. 
Danford has maintained a kind heart. 

She suggested that we summarize the civic and 
social aspects of her life by saying, “If you want to get 
something done, ask a busy person.”

The Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
(DOR) has been stocking Income Tax Forms at 
libraries, post offices, and government buildings 
throughout the Commonwealth for the past filing sea¬ 
sons. 

A barcode was added to the 2001 forms that 
allowed the DOR to track how taxpayers obtained the 
forms that they filed. Analysis of this filing data shows 
that a surprisingly small percentage of the forms deliv¬ 
ered to the Form Distribution sites are ever filed with 
the DOR, according to the DOR. 

Presumably, many people who use professional 
tax preparers pick up forms to bring to their prepara¬ 
tion appointments only to find that their practitioners 
use computer-generated forms.

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Police Chief 
Campbell 
raises red flag 
regarding 
identity theft 

Urges care with personal information 

Recent news events have brought to light how 
easy it is for unscrupulous hackers to steal our identi¬ 
ties and ruin our financial lives. Just last month, fed¬ 
eral authorities said they cracked a ring responsible 
for the largest case of identity theft in U.S. history. 

“With a few keystrokes, 30,000 people’s identities, 
bank accounts, and credit profiles were savaged," 
said Agawam Police Chief Robert D. Campbell. 

A software company employee is charged with 
stealing access codes and passwords for 30,000 peo¬ 
ple whose bank accounts were drained, while credit 
card accounts were opened in their names and used 
to buy merchandise and establish lines of credit. 

Law enforcement officials say the losses so far 
total $2.7 million, and they expect that figure to grow. 
“These people are left on their own to straighten out 
their affairs and restore their financial standing in the 
community," says Chief Campbell. “It can take years.” 

Chief Campbell urged all consumers to protect 
themselves against identity theft. 

But realistically, what can the average consumer 
do? “The truth is, you can’t prevent identity theft from 
occurring,” says Chief Campbell. “But here’s what you 
can do to minimize your chance of becoming a vic¬ 
tim." He cites the guidelines set out by the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Identity Theft Resource 
Center: 

* Check your credit reports once a year from all 
three of the credit reporting agencies: Trans Union 
(800-888-4213, www.transunion.com ). Experian 
(888-397-3742, www.exDerian.comV and Equifax 
(800-685-1111, www.eauifax.com V 

* Don’t put your Social Security number or your dri¬ 
ver’s license number on your checks. 

* Watch for people who seem to be eavesdropping 
on information you give out orally. 

* Place passwords on your credit card, bank, and 
phone accounts. 

* Secure personal information in your house, espe¬ 
cially if you have roommates, employ outside help, or 
are having service work done at home. 

* Deposit outgoing mail in post office collection 
boxes or at your local post office, rather than in an 
unsecured mailbox. 

* Try not to store financial information on your lap¬ 
top computer. If you do, use a strong password - a 
combination of letters, numbers, and symbols. Don’t 
use the automatic log-in feature that saves your user 
name and password so you don’t have to enter them 
each time you log in or visit a website. That way, if 
your laptop is stolen, it’s harder for the thief to access 
your personal information. 

Interestingly, the motto for the Information 
Awareness Office is Scientia Est Potentia, or 
Knowledge is Power. “When it comes to preventing 
identity theft,” concluded Chief Campbell, “the only 
way to maintain power over your financial information 
is by limiting other people’s knowledge of and access 
to it.”

I can 
remember when I was in elementary school, and she 
would come to Katherine Danahy School and open 
the library there. Second to my parents, she was the 
person who helped the most to get me into books and 
reading...

I think she was really 
nice, and I know we’re going to miss her. Agawam 
was lucky that Jeanne stayed in her position long 
enough for her earlier students to later bring their own 
children to her."

The grand opening and dedication of the expanded 
and renovated Agawam Public Library took place on 
October 17, 2002. A large crowd was in attendance to 
take part in the ceremony and to listen to the words of 
many speakers, such as Mayor Richard Cohen;

Kerry began her track and field career during her 
freshman year at Agawam High, with some private 
training by her brother, Philip. She excelled in the high 
jump and triple jump. During the fall of her junior year, 
Kerry was injured during a game at Westfield. It took 
the EMTs over 30 minutes to stabilize her and trans¬ 
port her to Noble Hospital. 

What was first thought by many to be a minor injury 
turned out to be major; a broken femur going into the 
knee of her left leg. The hospital emergency room 
doctors wanted to operate immediately. Kerry was out 
of school for over a month because of this injury. Kerry 
had just gotten her license to drive not 24 hours earli¬ 
er, and had a car sitting in the driveway at home that 
she was unable to use. “Talk about hard times for a 
16-year-old,” commented her mother. 

To date, Kerry has had six knee surgeries, the most 
recent in September to repair the ACL. 

Kerry maintains a 3.8 GPA and also continues to be 
part of the UNH track and field team. Her events will 
probably change for the spring season. Throughout 
Kerry’s surgeries, she works hard so that her muscle 
will not break down and to ensure she will be physi¬ 
cally fit when she is allowed to begin training and com¬ 
peting again. The doctors are amazed at her ability. 
“Kerry is a hard worker that aims for perfection," said 
her mother. Kerry will be back on the tracks and fields 
of college this spring. 

Last summer, Kerry worked at Mercy Hospital, 
Applebee’s in Westfield, and at her brother’s Speed & 
Conditioning Camp. She has worked enough shifts 
throughout the year to be able to retun to Mercy 
Hospital next summer. 

Kerry has always known that she wanted to be in 
the medical field. This was confirmed through watch¬ 
ing her mother assist in the care of her grandmother. 
Kerry would go over to her Gram’s and spend time 
with her until her grandmother’s death in May 2001. 

“Kerry, like her brother, Phil, holds a very special 
place in her heart for Grammy," said her mother. “Her 
grandmother was a very special person, one that 
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would listen and always be there when needed. She 
would always tell you like it is. Grammy was a person 
that would always love you and make you laugh with 
her life stories. 

“Kerry is a lovely young lady. She is a thoughtful, 
kind, sweet, and beautiful person who will succeed in 
all that she attempts because of her devotion to her 
goals,” said Joann. 

The third child is Michael, a senior at Agawam High 
School. Michael started to play sports as soon as age 
permitted. He started playing soccer, basketball, and 
baseball. When Agawam offered lacrosse, he quickly 
decided to try the sport. 

His Uncle J.J. (his mom’s twin brother) has been 
playing lacrosse for over 30 years and continues to do 
so at the age of 45. Michael loves soccer and lacrosse 
and hopes to continue to play the sports in college. 
There has been some interest from colleges for 
Michael to play at that level.

MSPCA law 
enforcement offers 
tips for responsible 
pet ownership 

The Springfield MSPCA Law Enforcement 
Department encourages pet owners to show compas¬ 
sion to their animals by keeping them indoors this 
cold season. If pets must be kept outside, here are 
some tips to keep them safe: 

* During frigid weather, all pets should be taken 
inside. 

Most pets are not suited for the extremely cold 
weather and should be kept indoors to prevent frost¬ 
bite. If animals are left outside, they tend to find shel¬ 
ter out of the wind in places such as the hood of auto¬ 
mobiles. It is important to honk your horn before start¬ 
ing your engine to prevent danger to animals. 

* If dogs or rabbits spend any length of time 
outdoors, they should be provided with proper 
shelter that is dry and secure from the wind and 
weather. 

The entrance should be proportionate in size to the 
animal using it, and should face in the opposite direc¬ 
tion from the prevailing winds. Doghouses should be 
protected by a door or flap, and rabbit cages should 
be completely covered. Fresh hay or cedar shavings 
provide dry bedding and blankets materials. The shel¬ 
ter floor should be elevated from the ground. 

* Keep pets away from antifreeze, which can be 
deadly if ingested. 

Clean up spills immediately, store chemicals 
securely away from pets, and look for products con¬ 
taining propylene glycol instead of ethylene glycol. 

* Always leash and supervise pets when out¬ 
side. 

If animals are free to wander outdoors, they could 
encounter frozen lakes or ponds, which could be fatal 
to an animal if left alone. 

* Thoroughly wipe off pets’ foot pads and stom¬ 
ach fur when they come in from the outdoors. 

Ice, rock salt, and sand can be extremely irritating 
to animals’ skin. These and other snow-melting chem¬ 
icals can be harmful to pets if swallowed while licking 
their pads and fur. Also, it is important to trim the hair 
on your pet’s toes to prevent matting and irritation. 
Here are additional tips for a safe winter: 

* Make sure your pets are up to date on their 
rabies vaccination. 

Pets are the most common link between rabid 
wildlife and humans. Preventative steps to take 
include keeping trash in a closed garage. Don’t leave 
food outdoors for pets. Avoid stray cats, dogs, and 
wildlife. Be sure to inform your children of the possi¬ 
ble danger. 

* Pet owners should check pets for fleas and 
ticks after long walks in the woods or grassy 
areas. 

As the weather gets cooler, fleas are more likely to 
find warmth in animals’ fur. Topical, once-a-month flea 
and tick products are recommended for cats and 
dogs. Veterinarians prefer prescription products 
rather than over-the-counter medication, which can 
cause gastroenteritis, lethargy, and neurologic abnor¬ 
malities. 

If you witness acts of animal cruelty, immediately 
contact Springfield MSPCA Law Enforcement at 800- 
628-5808. 

If you have any profound concerns about your 
companion animal, contact your veterinarian’s office, 
or contact Rowley Memorial Animal Hospital at (413) 
785-1221. Rowley has 24-hour emergency services 
available. 

The MSPCA Western New England Animal Center 
houses Rowley Memorial Animal Hospital and the 
Springfield MSPCA Animal Shelter, as well as law 
enforcement and humane education components.

Valley Community Church to host 
Eighth Annual Boar’s Head Festival 


Don’t suffer from Christmas letdown. One of the 
nicest parts of the season is yet to come. The Eighth 
Annual Boar’s Head Festival will be celebrated in the 
Valley Community Church Sanctuary on Friday, 
January 3rd, at 7:00 p.m. 

This celebration of the victory of good over evil is 
perhaps the oldest continuing festival of the 
Christmas season. It began as a holiday tradition in 
the grand manor houses of England, and was brought 
to America during the Colonial days. 

The pageant originated at Queen’s College in 
Oxford, England in 1340, where legend has it that a 
scholar (while walking through the forest on his way to 
Christmas Mass) was attacked by a wild boar. The 
student slayed the boar with a metal-bound book he 
was carrying, and that night the boar’s head was 
borne in procession to the dining room to the accom¬ 
paniment of carolers. 

The festival later grew to include lords, ladies, 
knights, historical characters, and entertainers. When 
the church adoped the festival - giving it the Christian 
significance of light over darkness through the teach¬ 
ings of Christ - the shepherds and Wise Men were 
added to tell the story of the Nativity. 

The Valley Community Church congregation and 
friends of the community have been bringing to life 
this remarkable production with resplendant, 
medieval-costumed characters representing nobles 
as well as townsfolk. In addition to the visual 
pageantry, music plays an important part of the festi¬ 
val, and the congregation is led through the beautiful 
carols of the season by a madrigal and instrumental 
troupe. 

The audience, in between songs, is entertained by 
jesters, Morris dancers, Mummers, and puppeteers 
until the grand entrance of the boar’s head and towns¬ 
folk, who parade down the aisle with the harvest of 
their labors and live animals. 

The second part of the procession heralds the true 
significance of the festival and majestically retells the 
story of the Nativity and the coming of the Wise Men 
to offer their gifts to the Christ Child. 

Each year, the pageant grows with new additions 
that surprise even those who have made it a tradi¬ 



tional part of their holiday celebration. 

The festival begins promptly at 7:00 p.m. There are 
no reserved seats, so arrive by 6:30 p.m. for good 
seating. The Boar’s Head Festival is Valley 
Community Church’s gift to the community, so admis¬ 
sion is free. However, a non-perishable good may be 
donated to the Good King Wenceslas food fund locat¬ 
ed in the narthex. 

Following the pageant, revelers are invited down¬ 
stairs for a wonderful array of refreshments and a 
chance to view the animals, which in the past have 
included everything from roosters and rabbits to 
sheep and llamas. 

Make this a “must-see” on your list of things to do 
this Christmastime. Come and bring the family, a 
friend, a neighbor, and a shut-in. Christmas should 
never end on December 25th!

The grace of Jesus Christ 

As each new year begins, many of us decide we’re 
going to change the way we live our lives. For some 
of us, the changes we contemplate are as simple as 
trying to eat better. Others of us determine that we’re 
going to live according to higher standards of conduct 
than we have been living to previously. Behind all New 
Year’s resolutions is the awareness that we need to 
live within boundaries. Individuals, as well as soci¬ 
eties, need rules, or laws, to live by. 

Laws are designed to tell us how to live, but they do 
not give us the power we need to live by them. That is 
true whether the laws are of human or even divine ori¬ 
gin. We can fully comprehend that we should do 
something or refrain from some behavior, but lack the 
power to do the right thing. Sometimes we can do the 
right thing on our own, but sometimes we need help 
from above. 

The Bible tells us that the law was given through 
Moses; grace and truth came through Jesus 
Christ. That means that God revealed His law 
through Moses so that people would understand what 
He expects of us. That was an act of kindness on His 
part. Imagine how challenging life would be if we did 
not know what God wanted us to do or not do. We 
would be confused all the time. It also means that 
Jesus can give us the ability to do what God wants us 
to do. 

Some people mistakenly think that when Jesus 
Christ came to earth, the law of God was thrown out. 
That’s simply not true. Jesus said, “Do not think that 
I have come to abolish the Law or the Prophets; I 
have not come to abolish them but to fulfill them. 
/ tell you the truth, until heaven and earth disap¬ 
pear, not the smallest letter, not the least stroke of 
a pen, will by any means disappear from the Law 
until everything is accomplished.” 

The law that God gave Moses is summarized in the 
Ten Commandments. They encompass our relation¬ 
ship with God and our relationships with each other. 
When Jesus was asked which of the Ten 
Commandments was the greatest, He declined to 
choose one. Instead, He summarized them into two: 
“Love God. Love your neighbor.” Moses expanded 
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upon the Ten Commandments in several of the Old 
Testament books, including Leviticus, which is twenty 
seven chapters long. 

The Book of Hebrews tells us that some of the Old 
Testament laws were put in place for a limited time, as 
a way for God to prepare us for when Jesus Christ 
would come to fulfill them. Elsewhere the Bible says, 
Before this faith came, we were held prisoners by 
the law, locked up until faith should be revealed. 
So the law was put in charge to lead us to Christ 
that we might be justified by faith. Now that faith 
has come, we are no longer under the supervision 
of the law. But when the time had fully come, God 
sent his Son, born of a woman, born under law, to 
redeem those under law, that we might receive the 
full rights of sons. Because you are sons, God 
sent the Spirit of His Son into our hearts, the Spirit 
who calls out, “Abba, Father.” So you are no 
longer a slave, but a son; and since you are a son, 
God has made you also an heir. 

Knowing what is right and doing what is right is not 
always the same thing. Even the most well-inten¬ 
tioned people can sometimes find doing the right thing 
is a struggle. In the Book of Romans we read, We 
know that the law is spiritual; but I am unspiritual, 
sold as a slave to sin. I do not understand what I 
do. For what I want to do I do not do, but what I 
hate I do. And if I do what I do not want to do, I 
agree that the law is good. As it is, it is no longer 
I myself who do it, but it is sin living in me. I know 
that nothing good lives in me, that is, in my sinful 
nature. For I have the desire to do what is good, 
but I cannot carry it out. For what I do is not the 
good I want to do; no, the evil I do not want to do 
- this I keep on doing. Now if I do what I do not 
want to do, it is no longer I who do it, but it is sin 
living in me that does it. 

For those of us who find that these statements 
express our sentiments, the good news is that by 
drawing upon the grace of Jesus Christ, we can find 
the strength and power to do the right thing. The word 
grace comes from the Greek word charis, which 
roughly translated means “gift of power.” In other 
words, God gives us the power we need to do the 
right thing, through Jesus. 

The Book of Romans continues, So / find this law 
at work: When I want to do good, evil is right there 
with me. For in my inner being I delight in God’s 
law; but I see another law at work in the members 
of my body, waging war against the law of my 
mind and making me a prisoner of the law of sin 
at work within my members. What a wretched man 
I am! Who will rescue me from this body of death? 
Thanks be to God - through Jesus Christ our 
Lord!

Cohabitation 

(Part 2 of 2) 

The issue before the Court was the validity of a 
written agreement between two unmarried cohabi¬ 
tants. The judge stated that “the defendant’s testimo¬ 
ny indicates that the primary purpose of the agree¬ 
ment was to secure sexual fidelity to him from the 
plaintiff.” The Court stated that their early decisions 
precluded the enforcement of an agreement between 
unmarried parties if the agreement was made in con¬ 
sideration that the parties should cohabit. More 
recently, the Court has held that oral promises 
between unmarried cohabitants so long as “illicit sex¬ 
ual relations were not an inherent aspect of the agree¬ 
ment or a ‘serious and not merely an incidental part of 
the performance of the agreement’” are considered 
valid. 

Social mores regarding cohabitation between 
unmarried parties have changed dramatically in 
recent years and living arrangements that were once 
criticized are now relatively common and accepted. 

“In recent years, increased attention has focused 
on the advisability of unmarried couples entering into 
cohabitation contracts in which they ... detail the 
financial consequences of dissolution," the Court 
said. 

The Court concluded that “to the extent we have 
not previously done so, we adopt the view that unmar¬ 
ried cohabitants may lawfully contract concerning 
property, financial, and other matters relevant to their 
relationship. Such a contract is subject to the rules of 
contract law and is valid even if expressly made in 
contemplation of a common living arrangement, 
except to the extent that sexual services constitute 
the only, or dominant, consideration of the agreement, 
or that enforcement should be denied on some other 
public policy ground.”

Good news about 2002 year-end 
tax strategies (Part 2 of 2) 

* Tax Act Offers Continued Relief: 

You probably remember the rebate check that the 
2001 Economic Growth and Tax Relief Reconciliation 
Act brought you last year. Furthermore, the Act pre¬ 
sented Americans with the largest tax cut in more 
than 20 years. This year, you can look forward to 
additional significant financial benefits that will contin¬ 
ue to grow through 2010. 

First of all, state-sponsored college savings plans, 
commonly known as 529 plans, are becoming more 
attractive than ever under the new tax law. Starting in 
2002, funds can be withdrawn from 529 plans free of 
federal tax, as long as they’re used to pay qualified 
expenses for higher education. (The Economic 
Growth and Tax Relief Reconciliation Act of 2001 is 
scheduled to "sunset” effective December 31, 2010. 
Following 12/31/10, qualified distributions from 529 
plans may be taxable. Individuals contributing on 
behalf of someone who will be attending a higher edu¬ 
cation institution after 2010 should consider this 
potential impact.) 

Secondly, the good news for parents is that starting 
in 2001, eligible parents could claim $600 in tax cred¬ 
it for each dependent under age 17. That amount is 
scheduled to rise in 2005, topping out at $1,000 in 
2010. 

The new law is also beneficial for anyone trying to 
grow a tax-deferred retirement nest egg. Over the 
next few years, the maximum yearly contribution to a 
traditional or Roth IRA will increase from $3,000 (in 
2002) to $5,000 (in 2008). And contribution limits for 
401 (k), along with many other employer-sponsored 
tax-deferred retirement plans, may be raised from 
$11,000 (in 2002) to $15, 000 (in 2006). 

The 2001 tax laws are particularly helpful for peo¬ 
ple now approaching retirement. This year, if you are 
at least 50 years-old, you may be able to make addi¬ 
tional contributions to your IRA and 401 (k) plans. In 
2002, the annual IRA contribution limit for those 50 
and older has been increased to $3,500, which is 
$500 more than the limit for younger people. 

And there is even more good 2002 tax news. Many 
estate tax benefits are now in effect as well. In 2001, 
U.S. taxpayers could exclude $675,000 of an estate’s 
assets from federal estate taxes, and the top federal 
estate and gift tax rates were 55 percent. The Act not 
only increases the exclusion gradually beginning in 
2002, but it also reduces the estate tax rate and even¬ 
tually repeals the entire estate tax for the year 2010. 
(Under the Economic Growth and Tax Relief 
Reconciliation Act of 2001, the federal estate tax 
exclusion gradually increases to $3.5 million, while 
the estate tax rate decreases to 45 percent. The 
estate tax is repealed in 2010, and unless Congress 
acts by 2011, the laws governing estate taxes will 
apply as if the Act had never been passed.)

Helpful hints regarding snow 
removal... 

Several local residents have sought my help after 
recent snow removal activities. Symptoms include 
neck, back, arm, and leg pain. Since I am continually 
asked about helpful hints regarding snow removal, 
here they are. 

Always exercise caution. Shoveling snow is one of 
the most physically stressful activities you can subject 
your lower back (lumbar spine) to. If there is some 
underlying weakness or pre-existing back problem, 
even the proper shoveling technique may result in 
lower back pain and associated problems. 

First of all, if you are a senior citizen, I would 
strongly suggest that you avoid shoveling altogether. 
For others, it is essential that you be in good physical 
condition if you choose to shovel more than small 
areas. 

* Getting yourself into good physical condition 
takes several months! Please think ahead. Get a chi¬ 
ropractic examination! The doctor will give you an 
idea about whether your spinal column is capable of 
handling the stress of snow shoveling. 

* If you are out of shape and doubt your abilities, 
find a neighborhood kid who is ambitious. Or, if 
finances allow, have your driveway plowed by a pro¬ 
fessional. 

* If you must shovel, warming up your back mus¬ 
cles prior to this activity is wise. Stretch out your leg 
muscles, especially those at the back of your upper 
thigh. 

* Remember to dress warmly, but don’t bundle up 
so as to make it difficult and awkward for you to move 
naturally. 

* Use a lightweight, pusher-type shovel. Spray it 
with Teflon so snow will not cling to it. 

* Avoid twisting your torso repeatedly, as this can 
lead to disk damage! 

* Keep your back straight when shoveling, and use 
your legs rather than your back. 

* Work slowly. Stop frequently and take a break. 
Go inside, warm up, and continue shoveling later. 

* If you experience back pain, leg pain, or other 
symptoms related to your back, stop immediately and 
go inside, sit down, and rest. 

* If pain persists, or for a spinal examination, call

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Winter storm safety tips from the Red Cross 


Winter can be an invigorating and busy season. It 
can also be hazardous and unpredictable. To help 
keep the community safe this winter, the Red Cross 
urges residents to take a few minutes to review the 
precautions that follow. 

Prepare a Winter Storm Plan 

* Have extra blankets on hand. 

* Ensure that each member of your household has 
a warm coat, gloves or mittens, hat, and water-resist¬ 
ant boots. 

Stay Tuned for Storm Warnings & Watches... 

* Listen to NOAA Weather Radio and your local 
radio and TV stations for updated storm information. 

Know What Winter Storm WATCHES and WARN¬ 
INGS Mean 

* A winter storm WATCH means a winter storm is 
possible in your area. 

* A winter storm WARNING means a winter storm 
is headed for your area. 

* A blizzard WARNING means strong winds, blind¬ 
ing, wind-driven snow, and dangerous wind chill are 
expected. Seek shelter immediately! 

When a Winter Storm WARNING is Issued... 

* Stay indoors during the storm. 

* If you must go outside, several layers of light¬ 
weight clothing will keep you warmer than a single 
heavy coat. Gloves (or mittens) and a hat will prevent 
loss of body heat. Cover your mouth to protect your 
lungs. 

* Understand the hazards of wind chill, which com¬ 
bines the cooling effect of wind and cold temperatures 
on exposed skin. 

* As the wind increases, heat is carried away from 
a person's body at an accelerated rate, driving down 


the body temperature. 

* Walk carefully on snowy, icy sidewalks. 

* After the storm, if you shovel snow, be extremely 
careful. It is physically strenuous work, so take fre¬ 
quent breaks. Avoid overexertion. 

* Avoid traveling by car in a storm, but if you must... 

* Carry a disaster supply kit, including water, food, 
medications, and warm blankets in the trunk. 

* Keep your car’s gas tank full for emergency use 
and to keep the fuel line from freezing. 

* Let someone know your destination, your route, 
and when you expect to arrive. If your car gets stuck 
along the way, help can be sent along your predeter¬ 
mined route. 

If You Do Get Stuck... 

* Stay with your car. Do not try to walk to safety. 

* Tie a brightly colored cloth (preferably red) to the 
antenna for rescuers to see. 

* Start the car and use the heater for about 10 min¬ 
utes every hour. Keep the exhaust pipe clear so 
fumes won’t back up in the car. 

* Leave the overhead light on when the engine is 
running so that you can be seen. 

* As you sit, keep moving your arms and legs to 
keep blood circulating and to stay warm. 

* Keep one window away from the blowing wind 
slightly open to let in air.

Ankle injuries 

Ankle injuries are one of the most common injuries 
in basketball, accounting for up to 54 percent of time 
missed by players. A recent study was conducted to 
determine possible links to basketball ankle injuries, 
including history of injury; use of ankle tape/braces; 
type of shoes; lack of warm-up; and position played. 
The three primary risk factors discovered are: history 
of previous ankle injury (4.94 times more likely for an 
ankle injury); air cells in shoes (4.34 times more like¬ 
ly); not stretching prior to game (2.62 times more like¬ 
ly). 

The authors of this study believe that nontreatment 
of previous injuries may be a factor in ankle re-injury. 
They also feel that shoes with air cells may cause 
injury because of decreased rear foot stability. They 
suggest that ankle tape may help to avoid injury in 
basketball, as use appeared to decrease risk in play¬ 
ers with previous ankle problems. 

When ankles are injured, the ligaments and ten¬ 
dons around the area get torn and damaged. The 
nerves tend to get damaged, also. The information 
that goes to the brain is affected, therefore, the brain 
does not get proper proprioceptive feedback. This 
means the brain does not know where the ankle actu¬ 
ally is. A person will tend to “roll” or “twist" the ankle 
more frequently simply because the brain has not 
assessed a crack in the road correctly and misjudges 
the distance. This is why it is important to get treat¬ 
ment for an ankle injury right away, not only to heal 
the damaged ligaments and tendons, but also to re¬ 
train the nerve information to the brain. This is essen¬ 
tial in order to prevent future injury to the region. 

So, to avoid ankle injuries during basketball: 1) 
stretch prior to a game or practice; 2) avoid shoes 
with air cells; 3) tape the ankle prior to playing; 4) 
receive treatment for an injury.

Here is a little twist to your 
average spaghetti supper... 


If you have the time, buy a few country-style pork 
ribs and brown them off in your skillet. Now, place 
them in your oven to slow roast at about 225 degrees 
for about two hours. Cover the ribs with 1 cup of beef 
stock and place into the oven. 

Brown off 1 lb. of ground or finely chopped beef. 
Now, saute 1 onion (finely chopped) and 1 TB of 
chopped garlic until they have softened. Return the 
meat to the skillet. After 2 hrs. of braising, add the 
meat and onion mix and 1 qt. of spaghetti sauce, then 
“slow simmer” in the oven until you are ready to pour 
the finished product over your cooked pasta. 

Making pasta should be an adventure, so why not 
try to make different dishes. One that I enjoy is a tasty 
beef roll-up filled with nothing more than herbs, garlic, 
and some parmesan cheese. Flank steak is my 
choice of meat. 


Pound out the meat to an even thin square, and 
then cut into smaller squares. Fill each piece with a 
mix of garlic (chopped), cheese, parsley, or another 
mild herb. (My friend, Mino, from Buon Appetito 
Restaurant in the Hampton Ponds area showed me 
this one.) 


Next, tie up the packages and then place into your 
sauce to simmer for at least two hours. Remove the 
string before serving.

I like to make slightly larger roll-ups with beef and 
stuff them with a bread dressing. Cover with gravy 
and bake; this is a nice change of pace. 

Try mixing lamb and beef, and make your meat- 
balls without oregano or basil; try using a little nutmeg 
instead, and this will be served with a gravy enhanced 
with sour cream. Guess what - Swedish meatballs! 
Use a cracker (like the Ritz brand) instead of bread to 
make these meatballs. I bake my meatballs instead of 
frying them; it allows for a more uniform meatball, and 
it sure is easier than standing at the stove frying meat- 
balls. 

You can serve meatballs with fried cabbage instead 
of pasta. In the Army, they served this out in the field; 
brown gravy, fried cabbage, and meatballs. (It eats 
better than it sounds.) 

One other dish made with country-style ribs and 
fried cabbage is a dish made by Nick A. from Sorrento 
Pizza in West Springfield. Season the cabbage with a 
little onion, garlic, and just the right amount of red 
pepper. I have to admit, Nicky, yours is better than 
mine.

Favorable conditions greet Agawam High skiers 
as winter season opens on January 7th 


Let it snow. Let it snow. Let it snow. 

That’s music to the ears of Agawam High girls’ ski 
team Coach Jim Graveline, as well as boys’ ski team 
Coach Glenn Olson. For the past 14 years, both men 
have guided and planned each charted course for the 
Brownie athletes who compete on the white stuff up at 
Berkshire East in Charlemont. 

The two teams open the 2002-2003 season on 
Tuesday, January 7th. And after last year’s unseason¬ 
ably warm winter (where any significant snowfall was 
at a premium), the favorable conditions so far have 
both men and their charges teeming with excitement. 

Olson’s boys are coming off last winter’s sixth- 
place overall finish out of 23 teams in Western Mass., 
and fourth in the seven-team A Division. The Brownies 
lost only one senior from the 2001-2002 squad, and 
he was a good one - state qualifer Adam Tappley 
(27th overall in Western Mass.). As a team, the 
Brownies missed the state cut by one slot. 

This year’s locals are still very young. There are no 
seniors. The top returnee is junior co-captain Paul 
Surowiec, a state qualifer who placed 22nd overall in 
Western Mass, (over 200 skiers compete in Western 
Mass.) and 14th in the A Division. 

“Paul has very quick feet and he's very strong in the 
slalom (one of two alternating events in 
schoolboy/schoolgirl skiing - the giant slalom is the 
other). I expect Paul to move up the Western Mass, 
ladder and again qualify for the states, as well as 
being a top scorer for the team,” Olson related. 

In schoolboy/schoolgirl skiing, each team is 
allowed to field eight skiers in the varsity race, with the 
top four on each team accounting for team points. 
Each meet features either the slalom race (32 to 40 
gates, 10 meters apart, going down the hill) or the 
giant slalom (fewer gates that are 30 meters apart). 
When the boys are skiing the slalom, the girls ski the 
giant slalom, and vice-versa. 

Junior co-captain James Messier, a three-year 
returnee like Surowiec, may be ready for a break¬ 
through season, says Olson. He finished 43rd overall 


a year ago and 18th in the A Division. “James is good 
in both events, but I think the giant slalom is his best. 
I’m keeping my fingers crossed that he will step up for 
us." 

Two sophomores returners, Jeff Lagasse (49th 
overall in 01-02) and Chris Graveline (son of the girls’ 
coach), figure to be right in the mix for the Brownies 
this year, as well as Ryan Walsh, another sophomore. 
According to Olson, Lagasse may be the team’s 
fastest skier. 

Junior three-year guy Jesse Clauson and two-year 
guy Steve Hopkins round-out what Olson believes to 
be the “meat” of his 02-03 lineup. 

The roster is finalized by the Jensen twins, Andy 
and Eric (both returners), Scott Gates (a sophomore 
newcomer), and freshman Joe Reutt. 

“As a team, we just missed going to the states, and 
that is definitely a goal for us this year," insisted Olson. 
“Individually, I think as many as four of our skiers can 
make a run at qualifying for the states. I think we have 
a very good team and will be in the thick of it.” 

Perennial state power Mohawk Regional, located 
right down the road from Berkshire East, again 
appears to be the class of-Western Mass. Olson also 
pointed to Minnechaug Regional as another team that 
figures to be around at the end. 

* * * 

Over on the girls’ side, the 12-member squad has 
been relegated to the B Division for this year and next 
after a sixth-place finish in the A Division last year 
(and sixth place in Western Mass.). The Brownies 
have competed in the A Division since moving out of 
the B in 1997. AHS lost one key performer to gradua¬ 
tion - state qualifier Courtney Nowill. 

Nevertheless, Graveline fully expects the Brownies 
to qualify for the state meet by coming out of the B 
Division at the top of the pack. “There’s no doubt the 
B Division is ours for the taking. I think we are better 
than several of the A Division teams. This team is 
aggressive and has some very good athletes." 


Leading the way is Kate Haglund, a three-year 
team member who qualified for states in 01-02 after 
finishing 17th in Western Mass. “Kate is our strongest 
skier and our best technical skier. She is our back¬ 
bone. She is strong in both events, and I expect her to 
be our driving force and to return to the states again.” 

Senior co-captain Raya Mutti, a four-year team 
member who just missed the states last winter (she 
finished 31st; the top 30 qualify), is back, as well as 
senior co-captain Nicole Clauson, a four-year mem¬ 
ber. Another senior, three-year member Ashley Marek, 
can challenge for a top-four team finish in each meet, 
as will junior Joanne Brignoli, a three-year returnee 
whom Graveline says has a shot at making the state 
cut. 

After Haglund, Mutti, Clauson, Marek, and Brignoli, 
the next three varsity slots are up for grabs, according 
to Graveline. “We really have a lot of competition for 
the final three spots. Even some of the other girls 
know there’s no lock on this team. We have some 
good battles going on in practice. I will know better 
after a few races.” 

The remaining seniors on the squad (six in all) are 
three-year member Sabrina Brizzolari and newcomer 
Camilla Goddell, a foreign exchange student 
(American Intercultural Programs -AFS). 

There are two sophomores - returner Beth Garvin 
and newcomer Kali Longtin, and two freshmen, 
Lindsay Lavin and Laura Provost. 

★ ★ * 

At presstime, each team has hit the slopes four 
times for team practices - once at Berkshire East and 
three times at Bousquet in Pittsfield. Once the season 
gets underway, the Brownies anticipate returning to 
the Blanford Ski Area, their usual practice spot. 

Four of Olson’s skiers - Surowiec, Messier, 
Lagasse, and Graveline - have competed in the 
Sunday Tri-State circuit, which brings many of the elite 
schoolboy skiers to the slopes (like AAU basketball or 
the premiere division in Maple soccer) on the week¬ 
ends.

One-point win. Blowout. One-point win. Blowout. 

That’s pretty much the storyline for the 4-0 Agawam 
High girls basketball Brownies at presstime. The 
locals were anticipating the arrival of a 3-1 and pretty 
strong East Longmeadow team on Monday, 
December 30th, to finalize the abbreviated 2002 por¬ 
tion of the 20-game schedule. 

Despite the one-point nailbiters over Northampton 
(opening night) and against Holyoke High last Monday 
(December 23rd), ELM represents a side that has a 
quality inside player along with a sound supporting 
cast.

‘Well, we really haven’t played a great game yet,” 
was how third-year Coach Bronwyn Monahan sur¬ 
veyed the situation. “Still, we have managed to get 
four straight wins and that’s pretty good. I don’t think 
we’ve played particularly well yet. 

"Against Holyoke (48-47 victory), the team really 
wasn’t looking very good for a while. We had trouble 
defending them in spots and our shooting was off. But 
we'll take the wins and move on.”

Agawam’s 51-25 shellacking over Westfield High 
last Friday evening (December 27th) was an act of 
generosity by the Brownies. It could have been far 
worse than a 26-point blowout. 

Check this out. With 10:55 remaining in the first 
half, the winless Bombers led, 12-7, before a very 
hopeful and loud hometown crowd. They didn’t score 
again until the clock read 9:01. That’s 9:01 in the sec¬ 
ond half. 

For 19 minutes and 56 seconds, the game turned 
into a house of horrors for the Bombers. Agawam 
went on a 32-zip run during that span to take a 39-12 
lead. 

In its last 17 possessions of the opening half with 
that five-point lead (12-7), the Bombers turned the ball 
over 12 times (eight straight at one point) and allowed 
the Brownies to travel up and down the court like it 
was easy street. 

Agawam’s outside shooting continues to be sus¬ 
pect (17-65 overall from the floor), but their full-court 
man-to-man press caused transition nightmares for 


the Bombers, who were forced to foul to stop the con¬ 
stant penetration to the hoop. (Agawam was 17-32 
from the line). 

The Brownies fell into a 2-1-2 zone with 11:55 left 
in the second half. Westfield ended the 32-zip rain of 
points with a single foul shot at the 9:01 mark. 

Monahan used her bench liberally and often in this 
one. Westfield tried to give the Brownies a bit of their 
own medicine by setting up a full-court man-to-man. 
This played right into Agawam’s,hands, as freshman 
point guard Kara Powell and sophomore two guard 
Lauren Peltier were able to constantly beat their 
defender up the court and head for the hoop. 

Meg Kelly, Agawam’s All-Scholastic small forward, 
led the balanced scoring sheet with eight points while 
seeing limited playing 
time. All-Scholastic for¬ 
ward Vicky Taylor tallied 
eight and added eight 
boards as well during her 


brief stints on the hardwood. 

Sophomore frontliner Stacie Boisvert added eight 
points and a team-high 12 boards off the bench. 
Sophomore guard/forward Elise Davilli scored eight to 
complement 10 boards. Junior forward Tory Lyons 
brought seven more boards to the cause and four 
points.

Wrestler Paul Pilegi again stands tall 


as one off the best in Western Mass. 


If there’s anyone who stands tall this winter for 
Agawam High athletics, it has to be senior Paul Pilegi, 
perhaps the heart and soul of a wrestling program 
overflowing with tradition and success. 

The 5’8”, 152-pounder is coming off his second 
straight individual title at the Annual Phil Tomkiel 
Christmas Tournament hosted by the Brownies. This 
followed last week’s 13-team Milford Tournament 
where Paul, last year’s 145-pound champ, claimed 
the 2002 title at 152-pounds. 

It would be an understatement to say Paul has hit 
the mats running early in the 2002-2003 season. At 
presstime, he serves a perfect 12-0 record that 
includes the two tournaments as well as several 
league meets. Along the way, Paul has pinned eight 
opponents. Three pins came at the 12-team Tomkiel 
Tournament (named after former AHS wrestling Hall of 
Fame Coach Phil Tomkiel). 

This year’s returning team captain - a First Team 
All-Scholastic member a winter ago after finishing 
second at the Western Mass. Division I Tournament, 
and fifth at the state Division I Tournament - lamented 
a bit about Agawam’s second-place trophy awarded at 
the conclusion of the Tomkiel event. 

“As a team, we have always won the Tomkiel 
Tournament, and it would have been nice to win it in 
my senior year. Still, my teammates worked very hard 
and gave a great effort.” 

In the classroom during these first two semesters, 
Paul is taking psychology, applied technology, culinary 
arts, English 12, conceptual physics, integrated math, 
and sports literature. 

His favorite course was taken as a junior - English 
11, taught by Kathy Mouneimneh, Paul’s most 
admired faculty member. His best color is blue, 
although a silver 2003 Cadillac JTS would be his ride. 
“Right now, I’m driving a ‘93 Saturn with 101,000 miles 
on it, but it gets me where I’m going,” Paul told us. 

His favorite eats is a chicken parmesan grinder 
bought at E.B’s Restaurant on Walnut Street 
Extension. Paul mentioned the chocolate frosty at 
Wendy’s as another treat. 

On the tube, it’s “Family Guy” for him. And, on the 
big screen, "Tommy Boy” is the flick he enjoys the 
most. His music interests run from the band Trimus 
(alternative music) to Garth Brooks, “but I really don’t 
like country music except for Garth,” Paul noted. 

His clothes run preppy and are bought at American 
Eagle at The Holyoke Mall. 

Four-time NCAA (and undefeated) wrestling cham¬ 
pion Cael Sanderson from the University of Iowa is 
Paul’s most admired athlete. His team is the 
Minnesota Twins. "I just liked them as a kid,” was his 
explanation. OK. 

Wrestling as a collegian is definitely in the cards for 
Paul. He hopes to major in sports medicine (sports 
therapy). He mentioned Springfield College or 
American International College (AIC) as possibilities. 
“Both schools are interested in me, and I plan to get 
moving on applying to schools right away as our sen¬ 
ior year is really flying by.” 

While he’s best known for his exploits on the mats, 
Paul was a three-year member of the school’s varsity 
soccer team, where he played stopper back while 
serving as a co-captain this past fall. After the team 
floundered during his sophomore and junior years, he 
was especially proud of the 2002 Brownies, who qual¬ 
ified for the Division I Tournament for the first time in 
years and finished at 11-6-2. 

Ironically, his proudest sports moment as a 
Brownies comes on the soccer pitch. “Our 4-2 win

over Amherst on 'Senior Night’ in late October is 
something I will never forget,” said Paul. “I was one of 
seven seniors this year and we were very tight. I even 
scored a goal on ‘Senior Night.’ I played soccer for a 
lot of years with these guys, and our senior year was 
definitely our best.” 

A freak accident on October 2, 2000 in a soccer 
game vs. West Springfield derailed most of Paul’s 
sophomore year. He fractured his tibia and didn’t 
return to the mats until late in the season, where he 
posted a 6-2 record as a 145-pounder. Right before 
the Western Mass. Tournament, he dislocated his 
shoulder and didn’t heal until the summer before his 
junior year. 

That’s when Paul took the wrestling scene by 
storm. His overall individual record last winter was 38- 
8 (22 pins). 

In the Western Mass. Division I final, he lost an 
overtime heartbreaker to a Ludlow opponent after 
leading the match 4-0 in the second period. “He tied it 
with eight seconds left and then won in overtime. I 
was very disappointed, but in this sport you can’t look 
back and must concentrate on your next match,” Paul 
related. 

The Brownies placed second to Ludlow again at 
Western Mass. Since entering the program as a fresh¬ 
man, Paul and the Brownies are still trying to find a 
way to dethrone the Lions. 

“I think we can give them a run for their money this 
year,” Paul said. “To beat them would be a great 
accomplishment. They are again the favorites, but we 
won’t go away easily." 

The rivalry with Ludlow also has family implications 
for Paul. Two of his cousins wrestle for the Lions (not 
at his weight). "Oh, sure. There’s a little bit of a family 
rivalry there, but it’s fun and friendly and I think we all 
enjoy it.” 

Paul’s practice regime is intense, now and in the 
off-season. Maintaining his weight is monumental in 


this sport where each match becomes a test of 
strength, agility, technique, and a battle of wills. 

“Wrestling is so different than soccer. In soccer, my 
playing weight is around 160-pounds and it’s a total 
team game. Wrestling is you against your opponent. 
The only way your team can win is for a group of guys 
to win individually against your opponent. It can be 
very intense." 

Pre-season training during the summer includes 
running, weightlifting at Fitness First in Feeding Hills, 
and attending a rigorous five-day camp held at the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point, as well as an 
ongoing wrestling school conducted at AIC two or 
three times a week. 

Brownies practices during the season “can be hell,” 
according to him. “It can be up to three hours of inten¬ 
sity when we have a few days between our matches, 
and then we lighten up the day before a match.” 

His regime continues three or four nights a week at 
Fitness First, where he again hits the weight room 
(despite a grueling practice just hours before). “When 
I get home and then do some homework, I’m pretty 
tired when I go to bed.” OK. 

Paul says weight maintenance is all discipline. “I 
always watch what I eat during wrestling. I eat as 
much protein as possible. During soccer, I can eat 
what I want. Last summer, I think my weight got up to 
165-pounds at one time but I was still in very good 
shape.” 

He again participated in the summer Bay State 
Games, but his back ached (an ongoing problem that 
currently is no problem) and he finished fifth after tak¬ 
ing third place in 2001. 

He believes his strength and technical skill provide 
him with an edge over oftentimes overmatched oppo¬ 
nents. “I never take it personally in a match. I try to 
stay focused and keep with my game plan. I like to 
think I am a good sport, win or lose.” 

Paul has charted a lofty course for the season’s 
end. “I hope to win the Western Mass, and the State 
title, and then place in the top six at the All-State Meet 
(wrestlers from every division) so I can qualify for New 
Englands.” 

Paul’s parents are Stephen, a 28-year employee of 
the Department of Environmental Protection, and 
Louise. He has an older brother, Steve, 19, an AHS 
graduate now attending UMass as a sophomore. He 
admires his mother. “My mom has always been an 
inspiration for me. She always works hard and is a 
blue collar worker like my pepe (grandfather), Albany 
Rousseau. My mom was my first soccer coach and 
always inspired me.” 

Paul hopes the faculty and staff at AHS, as well as 
his peers, remember him as "a kid whom everybody 
liked and who worked very hard at everything he did” 
when he graduates this June.
